"Washington, May 1C.—While 
the 


debate on. the personnel of the inter- 
state commerce commision was in 
progress in the Senate 
on Tuesday 


Senator Tillman took the floor to 
make a statement in behalf of foimer 
Senator Chandler, which has been 
momentarily expected since Senator 
Lodge's conveyance last Saturday to 


the Senate of the President's emphat- 
ic denial of the statements attributed 
t« Mr. Chandler by the South Caro- 
lina senator. 


Mr. Tillnran read the 
portion of 


Mr. Chandler's memoranda 
of 
his 


conference with the President which 
has heretofore been given to the pub- 
He, prefacing it with a brief state- 
ment of his own, saying that: on Sat- 
urday the Senate had been startled 
and mortified lo hear the utterances 
of an ex-member denounced on 
be- 


half of the President as "deliberate 
and unqualified falsehood." 
As 
he 


had1 been responsible for introducing 
the subject which had caused the at- 
tack OR Mr. Chandler he felt under 
obligations to place him right on the 
record. To that end he read the for- 
mer senator's statement. 


The reading of the statement was 


followed by the following 
from Mr. 


Tillman: 


'•There are only two points in the 


President's 
letter 
which 
I 
deem 


worthy of notice. 
His attempted ex- 


planation is ingenious, but not ingen- 
ous. 
He calls in question the integ- 


rity of purpose and utterance of Mr. 
Chandler 
by declaring 
he 
was 


asked' to see former Senator Chand- 
ler "as representing Mr. Tillman, who 
•was in charge of the bill. He stated 
| to me the views of Mr. Tillman with 
seeming authority.' 


"Mr. Chandler has declared most 


positively in a written statement that 
the President sent for him for the 
purpose of getting into 
communica 


tion with Senator Bailey and myself 


and he has produced the letter of Mi 
Loeb. 


"1 no A declare mo-st emphatically 


chat lo no human being have 1 ever 
given authority or expressed a wish 
to have any conference with Theo- 
dore Roosevelt in regard to the bill 
now under consideration. 
On 
the 


contrary, I have expressed the opin- 
ion in more than one published inter- 
view that he had nothing- to do with 
it, and that it was the business of UK- 
Senate and while I did. at his request, 
enter into negotiations with the at- 
torney general, it is well known to 
every senator on this floor what my 
attitude and feelings have been, and 
it is most 
remarkable, 
while the 


President sent for Democrat after 
Democrat to confer with him about 
thia measure, that he should under- 
take to assert that I sent an agent to 
hint to 
begin 
negotiations. 
The 


statement is absurd on its face. 


"The other point to which I shall 


refer is the cavalier -way in which 
Mr. Moody discusses the idea of the 
President not being bound. 


"While contradicting 
in no in- 


stance, however slight, my statement 
of what occurred, the attorney gener- 
al seems to think that the code of 
honor among gentlemen is not bind- 
ing 
upon 
the 
executive and 
his 


cabinet.

to the man. He has been Called Dick 
Spring, Toronto Goldie. Hogan

the New Haven Beaut, but probably 
none of these titles belong to him. 


He appears to be a young man of 


considerable 
refinement, 
showing 


good breeding in many ways. Ho is 
believed to be not more than twenty- 
three years old, but the Rockingham 
county officials say that he is the 
nerviest crook they ever had under 
their charge. 
Kis conversations in- 


dicate that he has traveled all over 
the United' States and Canada and 
has once or twice 
visited 
Europe. 


He is particularly liamiliar with the 
western sections of this country and 
the western Canadian provinces. 


When he can be induced to talk, 


he is a really charming conversation 
alist and at such times it is hard to 
associate him with crime. 
Tie has 


an almost cultured literary taste and 
at different times during his confine- 
ment in Portsmouth jail displayed an 
astonishing 
knowledge of current 


and standard literature. 
Ho 
read 


much during the weeks of waiting 
and borrowed many books from the 
officials, always asking for thoso of 
high character.

dent that he has

"Milliners and «;siumers, though a 


favorite mark fur the dishonest woman 
of fashion, are by no means the only 
sufferers." said a West End jewelar 
yesterday. "1 use the term 'dishonest* 
advisedly, for it is surely 
nothing 


short of dishonesty for a woman to 
order things in tlie hope that her hus- 
band will settle the bill, though she 
has been warned not to incur tuet ex- 
pense. We jewelers, on quite a modest 
computation, must lose between $250.- 
000 a year in London alone in unpaid 
bills.

BOOK OF COMMON WORSHIP™ 


Just Issued By Authority Of Presby- 


terian General Assembly 


The Book of Common Worship has 


just been published with the author- 
ity of the Presbyterian general as- 
sembly. 
For tliree years a special 


commission on forms and services of 
the general assembly, headed by the 
Rev. Dr. Henry Van Dyke, has beec 
working on this new prayer 
book. 


The approval of the general assem- 
bly to the innovation was not secured 
without a struggle, as many Presby- 
teiians objected to any "form" in the 
church. 


It is expected by the Presbyterian 


leaders that some churches will re- 
frain from using tne new book, but 
in the E*a&t, and in the large -cities 
of the country generally, it is expect- 
ed1 that it will be largely adopted. 


In many particulars the Book of 


Common Worship has points of simi- 
larity to the Episcopal Book of Com- 
mon Prayer. The marriage ceremony 
in the new book omits 
the 
word 


"obey" to which so many have ob- 
jected, and1 it also omits the refer- 
ence to "worldly goody" with which 
the mam and1 the woman im 
some 


marriage forms "endowed" each oth- 
er. 


It is noted that, although the book 


was of course planned long before the 
San Francisco calamity, one of the 
prayers it contains is especially ap- 
plicable to that disaster and shows 
how carefully the 
book 
has 
been 


planned to meet 
unusual 
circum- 


stances. The prayer reads:

DAMASCUS THE UNTOUCHED 


The Oriental City Called hy Arabs a 


"Pearl Encircled by 


Emeralds." 


Most travelers, I think, will award 


to Damascus in Syria the palm of be- 
ing one of the most "untouched" of

from the well, just as Rachel did; or 
women sitting before the doors of tbeir 
houses grinding corn in the old Bible 
way, with upper and nether stones.

(Manchester, England) the one, next 
to the tramways, of which a stranger 
sees thp most is the police.

with our American notion of police 
work. 
In Manchester, as in London, 


ie policeman is always the servant 


of the public. As in London, he car- 
ries neither club nor revolver. 
His 


duties are very nearly the same as 
those of a New York officer: it is in 
his method of doing his work that the 
striking difference lies. He' is always 
quiet, always neat, always respectful, 
even deferential, in his treatment of 
the public. Such overbearing manners 
as we sometimes see in New York po- 
licemen would not be tolerated in Man- 
chester—or in London, for that matter. 
Graft in the police department is al- 
most unheard of. The laws on this 
subject sprang out of a lively public 
spirit and are meant to ba enforced.

ternoon, calling out the local fire 


department to be ready to assist 


in subduing a fire that threatened 


to destroy the town of North 
Ber- 


wick. 


'After a part of the apparatus had 


been placed on a car, 
however, 


vuord was received that the 
fire 


was under control. 


The telegraphic dispatch tells the 


story o£ the fire as follows: 


A big fire was raging here at one 


o'clock this afternoon. At that hour 
just as telephonic communication was 
cut off by the fire, a hotel and seven 
dwelling houses had burned and a 
church was in flames. 


A high wind was blowing, and it 


was doubtful how extensive the dam- 
age would be before the flames could 
be controlled. 


The hotel burned was the 
North 


Berwick Hotel, M. S. Hurd, proprie- 
tor, and the church was the Baptist. 
The fire started in a barn near the 
station of the eastern and western 
division of the Boston and Maine rail- 
road, which cross here, and burned in 
a northeasterly direction away from 
the station. The hotel was situated 
on the northeasterly side of Main 
street, and the Baptist Church was 
on Caurch street, near Main. 
The 


houses burned were between the ho- 
tel and churches. 
These buildings 


were in the good part of the town, 
which includes the best business sec- 
tion. 


Among the more important build- 


ings in the fire zone are the North 
Berwick National Bank, situated op- 
posite the hotel in the triangle formed 
by Main and Market streets 
in 
a 


wooden block, and 
the 
Exchange 


block, a brick structure between the 
hotel and church, in which were lo- 


cated the telephone, offices, stores, 
etc.

1.45 
p. m. 
The fire did not burn 


nearer than 100 yards to the railroad 
station. All except one of the wires 
of the Western Union pass the sta- 
tion at this j>oiiit, but it was stated 
I hey would not be damaged unless 
there was a change of Mind. A fire 
engine arrived from Dover at 2.15 p.

Even'otrr greatest debaters 
are not those who are most logical in 
presenting the arguments in favor of 
their side of the question. In moving 
and inspiring men suggestion is to be 
considered as in every way the equal 
of logical reasoning, and as such is to 
be made the object of consideration for 
every man who is interested in moving 
his fellows.

DMT

Chiefly the Working CUe«. 


During th* ye*r ending Mtrch. 19U5. 


tbe number of thoae who were im- 
prisouad for debt amounted to 19.830. 
The vast majority of them belonged 
to the working cbUMWB. Most of them 
owed only trivial suma. They were 
consigned to jail on comm^tm^uis 
from the county courts at the suits of 
private creditors. 
During tbe sam« 


period payment was extorted from 
oved 145.000 debtors in small aiiiounia 
under a county court's throat of im- 
prisocment. 


It is a case of one law for tbe rich 


and another for tbe poor. The rk-a 
debtor, no matter what reckless ex- 
travagance he may have indulged iu, 
easily obtains relief from his creJiiora 
by going through the 
Binkrupury 


Court. But that entails the paym<-:u 
of fees entirely beyond tbe means ot 
the ordinary wage earner. 
If press- 


ed he must either pay up or go to 
jail. 
Judge Parry, who is working 


for the abolishment of tbe system, 
says that while pretending to abolisn 
imprisonment for debt tbere has been 
left in existence a system under which 
every small debtor's person 
is 
hia 


creditor's security. 
And the system 


has created a large class of mercitesa 
commercial harpies who, by promises 
of easy terms and long credit, inveigle 
poor people into buying things they 
can't afford and for the most pan 
don't need, and then clap them into 
jail if they do not pay up to the last 
penny the exorbitant prices which they 
are invariably charged. 


There has grown up of late, and 


more particularly during tbe last.live 
years, a huge swarm of firms wiio 
make it their, business to tempt people 
of small*means to get into debt. Th-ey 
range from big firms doing an enor- 
mous business on more or less honest 
lines down to mushroom adventurers. 
The offer to deliver goods on creo.,, 
and uike payment by installments is 
the common feature of all of them. 
The sale of furniture on the install- 
ment plan has become almost unl-. 
verShL even in the case of transac- 
tions to the amount of 1-ess than a 
dollcj'. It has been extended to every 
variety of goods which the toilers 
aspire to possess. A host of drum- 
mers 
are continually 
engaged 
in, 


tempting husbands and wives of tne 
wage earning classes to mortgage 
their earnings for weeks, mouths anci 
even years ia advance. 


This pernicious system of credit 


with all its incidental evils is found- 
ed upon tlie machinery provided by 
the uounty courts for the "recovery 
of small debts." 
It is the ultimate 


security furnished by the committal 
prdei which consigns the unfortunate 
debtor to jail, as Judge Parry points 
out, which alone makes credit possi- 
ble, in the great majority of cases, for 
the man without capital or goods. Ilia 
law creates this unnatural state of 
things and the inevitable result is to 
destroy thrift, to encourage improvi- 
dence, to create poverty and to ag- 
gravate troubles of the poor. 


Judge Parry's disclosures have made 


a profound impression and his con- 
tention that imprisonment for debt, 
under whatever legal fiction it may bo 
disguised, should be swept away for- 
ever, rneeis with powerful 
support 


from all shades of public opinion.
